COTTON AND TIMBER IN WAR. 


Classed as Conditional Contraband by 
Russian Court. 

St. Petersburg, June !3.—As predicted 
the written @ecision of the high admiralty 
court handed down today admits the 
principle of conditional] contraband in the 
case of cotton and timber. 

The decision affords a direct enuncia- 
tion of the conditional principle, but-in 
justifying the conwscatjon both of cot- 
ton and timber in the case of the British 
steamer Calchas, argues at length that

Fight Will Be Warm. 

The fight over the street car fran- 
chises promises to be a warm one before 
it is finally ended: .It is a contest be- 
tween the mayor and citizens living in 
the territory through whith the proposed 
new lines are to run, on the one hand, 
and the PhHadelphia Rapid ‘Transit 
Ccmpany, backed by the republican or- 
ganization, on the other. .

Two weeks later, when 
councils adopted a resolution withdraw- 
ing the gas lease bill, four ordinancgs 
were intrdduced repealing the street raii- 
way ordinances, and today was set for 
a hearing on the measures. 

Committee Room Crowded. 

The committee room was crowded with 
lawyers, representing both sides, and 
other citizens.. A motion was made that 
the repealers be favorably reported to 
ccuncils, but the chairman asked that all 
those who desired to speak on the meas- 
ures be heard before the committee took 
action, and this was agreed to.

of the Japanese reply. The Russian gOv- 
ernment under the circumstances has 
deemed it best to leave to’ the Washing- 
ton’ goverrment the publication of the 
Russian note, ee 


Text of the Note. 
The following is the text of the commu- 


nication; 

“The president of the United States 
instructed his ambassador to the imperial 
court to request a private audience in 
Order to convey directly to the emperor 
assurances of tne unfauing friendship the 
United States entertains for Russia, and 
to express Président Roosevelt's personal 
desire to contribute as much as possible, 
in the interest of the whole world, to- 
ward the cessation of hostilities in the 
Far Bast, Thé ampassador was instruct. 
ed to add that the president was making 
simultaneous overtures, to the Japanese 
government, : 

‘The emperor was pleased to receive 
the American ambassador on June 7, and 
gave benevolent attention to President 
Roosevelt's initiative. which had more- 
over met an entirely sympathetic recep- 
tion on the part of friendly powers. 

“Russia, being convinced that Japan 
Was equally disposed to accept President 
Roosevelt's proposal, which was trans-{ 
seltten tneets the intermediary of the 
representatives of the refublic at St. Pe. 
tersburg and Tokio, to the imperial, as 
well as to the Japanese government, re, 
ceived favorably the official communica- 


tion to this effect was published in Wash- 
ington. 

“In reply to this communication, the 
foreign minieter, acting upder the em- 
peror’s order, informed the American am- 
bassador in a note dated June 12, that 
the emperor, deeply sensible of the sen- 
timents expressed by the president, was 
pleased to see therein a fresh mark of 
tthe traditional friendship uniting Russia 
and Ameri and precious proof that 
President Rodkevelt was in complete’ ac- 
cord with the views the emperor held on 
a general settlement, so essential to the 
good progress of the whole of mankind. 
As for an eventua)] meeting of Russian 
and Japanese plenipotentiaries, charged 
with ascertaining how far it would de 
possible for the two powers to elaborate 
conditions of peace, the imperial govern- 
ment would have no objection in princi- 
ple to such an attempt if the Japanese 
government expressed a desire there- 
for.” 

The fact that the Japanese government 
has not yet communicated with Russia 
as to time and place and the number 
of plenipotentiarles is’ not considered 
strange, inasmuch as the text of the 
Russian reply sent to Washington yester- 
day could not have arrived at Tokio, 
considering the dieffrence in time, until 
last midnight, at the eariiest. 

Japan’s Terms. 

Japan’s terms continue to be a metter 
for animated speculation. 

A well informed diplomat, who says he 
knew Japan’s terms before the battle of 
Mukden. considered them ‘to have been 
very moderate, and believes that even 
now they will be found to be not unduly 
harsh. 

Private advices from a Russian soniee| 
tt Shanghai say it is certain. that Japan 
will demand the surrender of all ships 
interned in eastern waters, which may 
be another item offsetting infemnity. 

Papers supposed to have semi-official 
inspiration continue to speak dubiously 
of the results; but it is noticeable that 
the cheap and popular, papers like The 
“Gazette plainly advise the peopile to 
reconcile themselves to defeat and peace. 
The paper named says: 

“Defeat. is not disgrace,-and will not 
prevent developmenss. Look at France. 
We have survived préyiug misfortunes. 
We were beaten many times by Poland 
and Lithuania, out now they are ours.” 

The Listok, another popular paper, pays 
a glowing tribute to President Roosevelt 
as the “‘peacemaker far beyond the seas.”’

The president prom- 
ised us all the relief he could possibiy 
give without violation of the law ag it 
stands, He called attention to the fact 
that he was only one branch of the

“The interview lasted quite a while and 
the parties felt very much encouraged 
as a result thereof. 

“After this meeting the committee re- 
assembled at the Willard and formally 
adopted a resolution requesting all> in- 
terested parties to use their influence 
with their congressmen and senators to 
secure their cooperation with the efforts 
of the Asiatic-American. Association in 
shaping up the reations with China so 
as to protect our great and growing trade 
with that country. 

“The splendid market for cotton goods 
that we now have is due almost exclu- 
Sively to the export trade with China. 
Nothing has done more to aid the farmers 
in holding the price of cotton up than 
this export trade. If unfortunately it 
should be cut off it would work a great 
injury to this great section—the mills, 
farmers, transportation companies, cuin- 
mission men and every banker'and every 
interest in the country would suffer di- 
rectly. I do not think, however, there 
ought to be any trouble whatever in se- 
curing the cooperation of our congress- 
men and senators with the efforts of the 
Asiatic-American Association in bringing 
about a satisfactory understanding and 
preventing a boycott. 

“The president is a powerful shifty 
man. I never saw any one handle him- 
self better than he does. Our commitiee 
consisted of some thirtS or forty rather 
prcminent men from different parts of 
the country, and it had been arranged 
that three of them should submit some 
remarks after the reading of the formal 
paper that we had agreed upon, to which 
the president listened very closely, and 
be made his reply, stated his position 
fully and then gracefully bowed himseif 
out into his privatg office, leaving our 
three friends w@® their undelivered 
speeches on their persons. While the re- 
ply af the presidemt had rendered any 
further remarks entirely useless, there 
was quite a little merriment in § our 
party over the very graceful and effec- 
tive manner in which he cut off those 
three speeches. 

“T am satisied that the work done a: 
Washington by thls meeting will result 
tu good, and-I know it is to the interest 
of the whole country generally and this 
scction particularly to smooth this sit- 
uation out and cultivate this trade with 
China.”

WHILE ON ENGINE 


Will Passmore, Central Fireman, 
Meets Horrible Fate, 


While Breaking Up Coal in Front of 
Fire Box, Pipe Bursts, Liter- 
ally Cooking the Victim 
to Death. 


Griffin, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—Will 
Passmore is dedd at the home of his 
father in west Griffin, as the result of 
one of the most awful accidents that 
ever happened here. He was literally 
cooked to death on a cab of an engine 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, on the Chattanooga divisions of 
that company. The accident was a very 
unusual one. 

Passmore left here at 4 o'clock yester- 
day on a double-header bound for Chat- 
tanooga, he being the fireman on the 
secongd engine. Near Brooks station, 
which is only a few miles west of Griffin, 
he was breaking up some coal directly in 
front of the fire box and was in a 
stooping position. Suddenly the pipe filled 
with steam in the fire bax burst and he 
Was instantiy covered and enveloped wita 
escaping steam and coal blown from the 


fire box. 

Passmore was about twenty-seven years 
old, and was a son of F. F. Passmore, 
a weil-known obtizen of Griffin. He had 
been with the Centra] railroad for a num_ 
oy ears, and was very well thought 
of by 

The railway authorities say that the 
engine was carefully 
leaving Gpvith, and the accident ig one of 
those unaccountably ones that cannos be 
explained. > 

Uttering a scream of pain he sprang 
from the engine. The train was a heavy 
one, and was going slow, but his injuries 
from the burn were so severe that at 7 
o'clock this morning he died, having been 
conscious most of the time. The en- 
gineer on the train was in his seat, ang 
Was not injured, the fire box being too 
low to reach him.

Fine Prospects for a Successful Sum- 
mer Session.

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Addresses Bankers of Texas on 
the Subject 


More pedient To Erect Ware 
House in Each Town Than To 
Construct Chain of Great 
Ware Houses in Few 
Southern Cities. 


Dallas, Téet., June 13.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Eugene Williams, of Waco, today ad- 
dressed the Texas Bankers’ Association 
at this place upon the necessity for a 
comiprehensive southern cotton wase- 
housing system. He took the ground 
that it was more expedient to erect a 
warehouse in each town marketing ap- 
proximately I,uwv bales of cotton than 
to construct a chain of ginantsc ware- 
houses in a few large southern cities. 
Such a plan could be worked out, ne 
maintained, by the cooperation of farm- 
ers, bankers and merchants, the three 
factors always controlling cotton pro: 
duction. ; 

One of Judge Williams’ chief argu- 
ments for the immediate inauguration of 
such a work was that the crop of 1904-5 
registered a loss of between $5,000,000 
and $10,000,000 from damages sustained 
by the illy protected staple. Such a sum, 
he stated, was sufficient to erect the most 
efficient warehouse system ever devis- 
ed. He argued further that the interven- 
tion of such a system between the time 
of crop maturity and marketing would 
gave the south annually over $1!90,000,- 
000 in damage, waste, violent fluctuations 
in prices, and other unbusinessiike re- 
sults. 

Judge Williams contended that the io- 
cal warehousing system would draw the 
patronage of the farmer, whereas the 
project to employ a few central houses 
would not appeal to him as attractively. 
He was of the opinion that the local 
warehouse would redound more to the 
good of the local merchant, banker and 
other local business interests than any 
other system devisable. His idea was 
that such a method would promote mill 
building by the allied local interests, 
since all financial advantages, including 
those of minimum-rate transportation, 
joint ownership, and the prospect of in- 
finitely. increasing the value of the prod- 
uct, would constitute potent arguments. 

The speaker declared that unless such 
4 system was managed by a single con- 
sideration its efforts would be futile. He 
demonstrated where, in the case of Indet- 
pendent warehouses, unscrupulous malr- 
ket jugglers would use the latter as u 
club to hammer the holding movement to 
pieces. He proposed several plans where- 
by a single corporation could logically 
control these myriad small warehouses— 
all being contingent on the controlling 
force being managed and own- 
ed by the farmers, merchants and: bank- 
ers. Only through such procedure, he 
contenGea, could the farmers be pro- 
tected from the machinations of an an- 
tagonistic market clique, securing them- 
selves whatever advantage lay in price 
fluctuations, instead of resigning it i 
exporters or speculators. 

All the suggestions of Judge Williams 
were predicafed on the assumption that 
such warehouses would be so supported 
Dy the bankers and merchants, as to pér- 
mit the issuance of loans on warehouse 
receipts to the farmers patronizing them. 
Under such an arrangement, it was as- 
serted that the staple could be held !n- 
demitely, of until the actual consumers 
were forced, through lack of material, 
fo dea] Qfrectly with the agents of the 
planters and pay them a price based 
on the intrinsic value of the product

QUT OF STRIKES 


Alleged. That Large Sums Were 
Paid Labor Officers, 


Driscoll Says He Will Tell Grand 
Jury That Labor Leaders Have 
Been Offered 1uousands of 
Dollars To Call Off 
Strike.

Chicago, June 1!3.~John G. Driscoll, 
former secretary of the Associated Team- 
ing interests of Chicago, announced to- 
day that he would go before the grand 
jury and give testimony supported by 
documentary evidence to show that in 
two years, while holding the office of 
teaming in- 
terests he settled more than 400 strikes 
by the use of money with labor officials. 
These strikes, Mr. Driscoll asserts, af- 
fected almost every branch of industry 
in Chicago. He takes the position that 
he acted merely in the capacity of an 
expert who was in a position to bring 
about resultg that the employers who were 
involved in labor trouble sought, namely 
a peaceable adjustment. 

Driscoll’s methods, according to his Own 
account, was this: 

“An employer of an organization of em- 
ployers, who.were affected by a strike, 
would call and ask him to use his in- 
fluence to bring about an adjustment of 
the trouble and, except for the organiza- 
tion by whom he was employed as secre- 
tary, he always refused a fee for his ef- 
forts. The fees paid the union men 
ranged from $!00 to thousands of dol-

Many of the strikes that I settled were 
fixed in their incipiency and my efforts 
prevented perhaps serious industrial 

complications, such as the present strike 
controversy.’

Judge Williams’ Suggestions. 

Judge Eugene Williams, of Texas, 
in his address to the bankers of txat 
state, summarized elsewhere in to- 
day’s Constitution, presents a strong 
argument in behalf of systematic cot- 
ton warehousing throughout’ the 
south. Out of the widespread agita- 
tion of the last twelve months the 
farmers have learned the value of or- 
ganization and, no less thoroughly, 
the lesson that in any ambitious plans 
for the future the warehouse must 
play an important role. 

It looks as though the cotton pro- 
ducers of the south had finally de- 
cided that they themselves, and not 
the speculators, should reap the full 
value of their hard labor. Such a 
determination will be infinitely 
strengthened by views of the sort 
Judge Williams advances. 

While, specifically, the plans of 
Judge Williams may offer several ob- 
stacle, the educational value alone 
of his address recommends it to all 
thinkers who are earnestly consider- 
ing the future of the south, as related 
to its cotton problems. 


Should Learn from Japan. 

It is the fashion to attribute the 
success of the Japanese to the apti- 
tude they have displayed in learning 
from other nations. This does not 
hurt the Japanese and it flatters the 
vanity of the rest of us. 

The fact is, however, that while 
the Japanese have undoubtedly prof- 
ited much. from their contact with 
other nations—adopting as they have 
all they found good from whatsoever 
source it may have been obtained— 
they have in the present war demon- 
strated their ability to teach us 
Americans, at least, a good many 
things. 

For one, they have exercised a 
press censorship which is the admira- 
tion of the world. Some of our bril- 
liantly accoutred war correspondents, 
notably Richard Harding Davis and 
John Fox, Jr., have cried out in agony 
over their discovery that they were 
not to be permitted to assume com- 
mand of the Jap forces as Jim Creel- 
man did of the American forces at El 
Caney, but the rest of us have felt 
impelled to admire the way the Japa- 
nese have gone about the business of 
making war in their own way, with- 
out taking the rest of the world into 
confidence concerning their plans. 

A source of equal admiration on 
our part is the way the Japanese 
have closed the doors to the possibil- 
ity of others, as well as newspaper 
men, learning their secrets. On land 
and on sea, the Japs have done their 
fighting for themselves. No man not 
a Japanese is permitted to hold any 
position, even the most menial, in the 
mikado’s navy. There is not a man. 
from Admiral Togo on down to the 
least important jackie or stoker, who 


igs not surcharged with patriotic devo- 
tion to his country. 


In the , American navy quite a 
large percentage of the sailors and 
men serving in other capacities are 
foreigners. Not so large a proportion 
as tere used formerly to be, but 
still probably 25 per cent. These 
men are working for the pay they re- 
ceive. the service appeals to them, 
probe bly, inno other particular. As 
men they may be good enough: but 


it cannot be claimed that pney have 


that incentive ef patriotism which, 
in war or in peace, insures the high- 
est results. In times of peace, there 
is no assurance that such men may 
not be engaged in acquiring informa- 
tion for the benefit of some other 
government; in time of war there is 
no assurance that their thoughts 
would not be of saving their own 


} 


precious hides rather than of the 
‘business of fighting the enemy. 

It may be that no barm has come 
to this government from this source, 
as yet. This is, however, no insur- 
ance against the future. The great 
victory of Admiral Togo has demon- 
strated anew the overshadowing im- 
portance of personnel. What we 
must have is a navy not only Amer- 
ican in the construction of its ships 
and &rmament, but a navy manned 
by patriotic Americans, every man 
willing to die for his country. 


Our Planet’s Dire Peril. 

The Washington Post was lately in 
receipt of a startling communication 
from a lady in Buenos Ayres, the im- 
portance of which is so great that we 
take the liberty of reproducing it in 


full, as follows: 

Editor Post: I have no doubt this let- 
ter will cause great surprise in America 
where it will find all the attention that 
it deserves. A review of Buenos Ayres 
was publishing 4 fiction by Mr. Adolf 
Enrique Antognini which was, in brief, 
the following: - 

“Some astronomers, seeing the poor 
progress of astronomic science, due to 
the great distance that separates the 
nearest heavenly bodies from the earth, 
which renders null all the improvements 
that can be made on telescopic appara- 
ftus, determine—taking advantages of 
the discovery of a Canadian who is a 
member of the company—*o divert the 
earth from its normal path with the 
purpose of exploring the heavens as far 
as possible.”’ 

This work would have roused no partic- 
ular interest had it not been accompanied 
by a really wonderful rumor, which is 
that the project of removing the earth 
from its onbit, is a true one, the so-called 
fiction being but a manner of preparing 
the people’s mind to the thing. 

The persistence of this rumor aroused 
alt last some inquietude among the pub- 
lic, who, although unable to realize the 
magnitude and perils of the scheme, 
owing to their little knowledge of as- 
tronomy, on reading the publications of 
the newspapers on the subject were 
struck with Iterror and attempted to 
lynch Mr. Antognini. 

The learned people can imagine what 
would be the consequences of such a 
thing. In the opinion of well known as- 
tronomers a little deviation of the earth 
from its regular orbit would be fatal to 
humanity; if it be removed within its 
orbit, it would precipitate into the sun; 
and if without it, it would attract the 
planet Mars or be attracted by Jupiter, 
with resulta that everyone can imagine. 

As it is an affair that concerns the 
whole world, I am sure that the Ameri- 
can government, after being made aware 
of this, will hasten an energetic inter- 
vention to prevent a sure disaster, as the 
Argentine authorities seem so indifferent 
about a thing of such importance. For, 
however great for humanity the value 
of a better knowledge .of Mars or Venus 
may be, it appears to me, that to put, 
without their consent, the human famlly 
under danger of complete destruction, ts 
too much audacity on the part of these 


'men, for whose degenerate and insatiable 


curiosity the whole world does not esuf- 
fice,-and who to satisfy their passion for 
knowledge, would dare oppose God’s will. 
i hope that my call to the American 
people will be successful. and that with 
the help of your important publication 
it may gave humanity from an immeas- 
urable peril.

reality a thousand times worse than 
anarchists and constitute a deadly 
peril, not alone to society, but to the 
orderly rotation of the earth upon its 
axis. 

The plot this lady lays bare, while 
attributed to the diabolical cunning 
of a mysteriqus Canadian, very like- 
ly originated in Chicago university, 
and if there is a Canadian member 
of its faculty, no time should be lost 
in arresting him on suspicion—or on 
general principles. If the federa] de- 
partment of justice has any secret ser- 
vice experts it can spare from the 
beef trust investigation, there is work 
for them to do still in Chicago, and 
detective work that may hold in its 
success or failure the destiny of man- 
kind and: his earthly habitat. While 
the evidence may be only circumstan- 
tial, we do not hesitate to charge a 
connection between the ultra-scien- 
tific professors of Chicago university 
and the astronomical plot that has its 
literary -end in the distant South 
American republic, and the police 
Should detain them as suspicious per- 
Sons.

COMPANY WANTS 
AN INJUNCTION 


Interesting Suit From Cobb} 
County in the Federal 
Court. 


The answer to the application for a 
writ of injunction filed by the Southern 
railway against A. Y. Moss, of Mableton, 
Ga., and N. A. Morris, of Marietta, were 
filed yesterday in the office of the United 
States court clerk. 

In a bill of complaint filed June 3 by 
the Southern Railway Company, Dorsey, 


Brewster & Howell, counsel, it was set 
forth that the company had bought and 


surveyed land which they intended to use 
to install a double track line to Austell. 

The company claims that it secured a 
3 months’ option on three parcels of prop- 
erty from A. Y. Moss on February 7, 
1905; that it bought all the other prop- 
erty necessary for the construction of 
the proposed line, and that It set con- 
tractors and surveyors to work on the 
line. 

It is further alleged by the company 
that when on May 3, an agent and coun- 
sel of the company went to Mableton to 
pay Moss the purchase price of the 
property, $1,066, he was not at home, 
and he was not seen until one day after 
the option expired. The company fur- 
ther alleges it deposited to the account 
of A. Y. Moss the purchase price of the 
property in a bank in Marietta, 


Want Permanent Injunction. 

The company charges further it has 
been damaged to the extent of $10,000 
because warrants were sworn out by 
Moss against the employees of the com- 
pany who were discharging their duty in 
surveying and laying off the property. 
The following are the employees named: 
J. J. Landrum, foreman; George Lowe, 
Frank. Riley, W. H. Davis, D. H. Grif- 
fin, J. L. Lindley, W. H. Harper, J. H. 
Lewis, Henry Benton, R. B. Bradley, 
Elias Taylor, Will Wilson, R. B. Pres- 
ton, J. G. Gann and R. T. Bennett. The 
company charges thaf one-tenth of the 
property was transferred to N. A. Mor- 
ris for the alleged sum of $100, Dut 
charges that this was a mere pretense 
to disqualify the judge of the Blue Ridge 
circuit in future legal pruyevdiigs. 

The company says the purchase price 
is a mere trifie, and that the loss of the 
property will mean at least a damage of 
$50,000. 

They ask, therefore, for a permanent 
writ of injunction against the defendants 
from interfering with the employees of 
the company in laying: off, surveying, and 
tracking the property; that the sale of 
the one-tenth property to N. A. Morris 
be declared null; that Moss not be allow- 
ed to prosecute the employees until the 
hearing, and that $10,000 be given the 
company as damages. 

The answer of the defendants is to tlie 
effect that Moss did not dodge the agent 
of the company; that fhe sale of the 
one-tenth share of the property was a 
business proposition pure and simple, and 
that the defendants are solvent and re- 
sponsible in the courts for damages, and 
that the double track line is not neces- 
sary. 

A temporary restraining injunction was 
ordered by Judge Don Pardee, and the 
case will be heard before him at i! 
o'clock on the morning of June 13. Ros- 
ser & Brandon represent Moss, and Mor- 
ris represents himself, assisted by Rosser 
& Brandon.

IN SALARIES 


The Mayor Vetoes Ordinance 
Recently Passed by City 
Council, 


If Mayor Woodward's veto stands there 
will be no increase in the salaries of the 
general manager of the water works, the 
commissiéner of public, works and the 
secretary of the water board. 


The ordinante providing for a charter 
amendment to be passed at the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly whereby 
the sgaiaries of those three officials may 
be increased was yesterday vetoed by 
the mayor and his veto message sent to 
City Clerk Campbell for presentation at 
the next session of council. 

In his message the mayor declared that 
the city is paying more for its adminis- 
trative officers than the state of Georgia 
and pelieves @ halt should be called. 

His reasons are fully set forth in the 
following message: 

“To the General Council, City of At- 
lanta, Ge.—Gentiemen: I return here- 
with without my approval the paper seek- 
ing to have the city charter amended so 
as to increase the salaries of certain of- 
fieers, and I am constrained to believe 
that my action in this matter will meet 
with the approval of nine-tenths of our 


e. 

“YT did not believe that the general in- 
crease in salaries of city hall officials 
last year was fiie proper thing. The city 
is paying more to its administrative ol- 
fitters than fs the state of Georgia. It 
has become too easy and frequent for 
some city official to induce some member 
of council to offer a resolution to increase 
his salary. With our present limited 
means and the great demand for needed 
public improvements, it appears to me 
that a halt should be called in the mat- 
ter of increase of salaries. I further be- 
lieve that at the proper time your honor- 
able body shovid revise the work done 
last year, and cut af least some of the 
salaries that were ingreased at that 
time. 1 do not believe that a position 
fhat requires on am average of two or 
three hours’ work a day should receive as 
much pay as the supreme court or supe- 
riot court judges. 

“There are other positions that were 
increased to $3,000 that should be lower- 
ed to thelr former figure. I have heard 
of no one around the city hall who was 
so dissatisfied with his present salary that 
he threatened to resign or desired to 
‘pour it back into the jug.’ . 

“The finance committee has already au- 
thorized expenditures in contemplation 
of an increase in revenues in October,, 
and it is not safe to go any further. 

‘As I understand the resolution as pass- 
ed by your honorabie body, it not only 
contemplates the raising of salaries [fr 
the future, but it is retroactive in its 
nature, and ig intended to cover the 
terms for Wnuich they were elected. in 
that event it would take about $2,000 ur 
$3,000 to pay the increased part of back 
salaries..

CROP CONDITIONS ARE GOOD. 


Weekiy Crop Bulletin Shows Georgia 
Crops To Be in Fine 
Shape. | 

The weekly weather and crop bulle- 
tin for the week ending June 13, is- 
sued by Section Director J. D. Mar- 
bury, shows the crops of the state of 
Georgia to be in good condition. 

The weather conditions during the week 
were such as to enable the farmers to 
make rapid progress in the cultivation 
and clearing of their crops. The general 
conditions of the cotton crop is good, 
though the plants are small. 

The summary of the weekly review fol- 
lows: 


“Except at scattered stations in tho 
central portion where light showers oc- 
curred, the weather was fair over. the 
state during the week; day temperatures 
were high with the exception of Friuay 
and Saturday, but the nights were cool 
al: the week. These conditions enabled 
farmers to make rapid progress in culti- 
veting their®crops and clearing them 32f 
grass, but retarded the growth of aii 
vegetation. The cotton chopping is 
Practically completed, but some fields 
remain grassy in scattered localities; 
the plants are generally healthy and 
are growing satisfactorily though small, 
and the general condition of the crop, 
especially where it has received proper 
cultivation, is good; some fields are 
stili being injured by Tice; the plants 
are blooming in the southern half of 
the state; labor is scarce. 

“Early corn is being laid by, the crop 
being in fair to good condition; late 
plantings are being damaged by bud 
worms. Early peaches are being mar- 
keted, the quality being excellent and 
the prices high. Wheat and oat harvest 
is about finished, the yield of the latter 
‘being generally excellent and that of 
the former variable. Melons are ripen- 
ing in the south, the crop being fair to 
good. Minor crops are generally in good 
ecndition, but together with all other 
crops, especially corn, are beginning se- 
riously to need moisture. The ground ts 
becoming hard as result of the drv 
weather following the heavy rainfalls of 
a few weeks ago.”

Five of the lecturers are from the Har- 
vard divinity school faculty—Professors 
€. H. Toy, G. F. Moore, D. G. Lyon, W. 
W. Fenn and J. H. Ropes. The others 
are Professors Solomon Schechter, pres- 
ident of the Jewish theological seminary 
of America; Henry 8. Nash, of the Epis- 
copal theological school, Cambridge; 
Charles C: Torrey, of Yale university, 
and John Winthrop Platner, of Andover 
Theological seminary. .Denomiinational- 
ly the list includes four Congregational- 
ists, two Unitarians, a Baptist, an Epis- 
copalian and a Jew, no one of whom was 
chosen because of his “ecclesiastical con- 
nections, but simply because of his 
knowledge of his subject. 

What the Harvard divinity school has 
always aimed to stand for is represented 
in @ high degree by the summer school 
of theology. The divinity school more 
than perhaps any other theological insti- 
tution in America has sought to be in- 
clusive rather than exclusive. Despite a 
lingering, popular ‘Impression that the 
Harvard school for the training of a 
learned ministry is somehow connected 
with the Unitarian denomination, such a 
connection does not exist and has not ex- 
isted for more than a quarter of an cen- 
tury. The school, in fact, from the day 
of its foundation about 1820, never was 
avowedly Unitarian except that with a 
platform of universal toleratiot-it could 
at the time of its founding secure none 
but Uiiitarians’to teach. About twenty- 
| five years ago, beginning with the ap- 
pointment of a- Baptist -as. professor of 
Hebrew and other Oriental languages, a 
new era was started. During the past 
fifteen years five Orthodox Congregation- 
alists have joined the teaching ‘force, 
while among the occasional and regular 
lecturers have been men of . virtually 
every Christian creed. 

In other respects, some of which nec- 
essarily are more strikingly illustrated in 
the regular terms of the Divinity school 
than in the summer work, the Harvard 
conception of theologica] teaching—one, 
by the way, to which the president of 
the university, Dr. Charles W. Bliot, has 
contributed more largely than is general- 
ly realizedehas a certain uniqueness, For 
example, the principle of election qf stud. 
ies prevails as in no other theological 
school. It is not held that every cah- 
didate for the ministry needs to be put 
through precisely the same grind. Com- 
pulsory Hebrew, for example, has been 
unknown at Harvard for many years, 
though al] students who do not take up 
the language of ancient dsrael must gain 
a good knowledge of the Old Testament 
through the English medium. The divin- 
ity men are allowed and encouraged to 
elect courses in other departments of the 
university..

Fort Monroe, Va., June 13.—The attack 
which Fort Monroe had been expecting 
since midnight Saturday came at 2:30 
this morning, when Admiral Dickens mov- 
ed on the land forces with three of the 
vessels of his fleet. the battle ship Texas, 
his flagship; .the training ship Harttord 
and the converted yacht Vixen.

Case tf Alleged Dual Identity 
at New York 


New York, June 13.—A remarkable case 
of, alleged. dua) identity came to light to- 
day with the arrest and indictment by 
the grand jury of Thomas F. Wyckes, 
a prominent lawyér, on a charge of black- 
mail. According to District Attorney: Je- 
rome, Wyckes has been living a Jekyl 
and Hyde life for more than three years. 
His relatives claim that he had shown 
evidence of being mentally unbalanced, 
and that they had thought of sending him 
to a retreat, but that he informed them 
he would resist any such attempt. 

When he was arraigned today, Wyckes 
was released on $10,000 bail. 

The story which became public with 
the report of the indictment has many 
remarkablé features. The whole case is 
based upon a complaint made by Edward 
Weston, head of the Weston Blectrical 
Instrument Company, of Newark, N. J, 
Mr. Weston was the defendant in a suit, 
for $50,000 damages for false arrest, 
brought against him by Dr. A. T. Grin- 
nell, formerly dean of the medical] school 
of the University of Vermont. Wyckes 
appeared as one of Dr. Grinnell’s coun- 
sel. It developed, today that Wyckes is 
charged with having written letters to 
Mr. .Weston pointing out alleged errors 
in papers filed by his counsel in the case, 
declaring that his act In signing these pa- 
pers constituted perjury and made him 
liable to punishment, and demanded im- 
mediate payment of money to guaran- 
tee him against prosecution and impris- 
onment. The letters were signed “Lewis 
Jarvis.”’

FEW CHANGES IN FOOTBALL 


No Action Was Taken on Suggestion 
To Legalize the For- 
ward Pass, 

New York, June !13—No radical changes 
in tthe prevailing rules for foot ball were 
made by the advisory board of the Inter- 
collegiate Association which has been in 
session here. As to the proposed change 
permitting the forward pass, no action 
was taken and the old rule will stand 
unchanged. One of the earliest points 
considered by those who attended he 
meeting was the question of coaching 
from the side lines. The point was 
brought up that, ag in base ball, where 
the side line coacher is allowed, it might 
be advisable to allow the same privi- 
lege in football. It didnot, however, 
meet with general approval and was 
voted down. . 

Coaching from the side lines in foot 
ball is, however, occasionally done; but 
when violated is penalized, the old penal- 
ty being a loss of 5 yards. This penalty 
was made in order to discourage the ten- 
dency to evade the rule, and hereafter 
the penalty for side line coaching wilt! be 
a loss of 10 yards.

The weather bureau in its week- 
ly summary of crop conditions 
gays: 

“The weather conditions thrapgh- 
out the whole of the cotton belt 
have been favorable for the culti- 
vation of cotton, although a con- 
giderable part of the crop contin- 
ues grassy. A general, although 
not decided improvement in the 
condition of cotton in the central 
and western districts ig indicated, 
but in the Carolinas aid Tennes- 
geo, cotton has made glow progress, 
and in the first mentioned states 
the plants are small and of un- 
healthy color. In portions of the 
central and eastern district of theo 
cotton belt, Nght rains would be 
beneficial. In the northern and 
central counties of Texas prospects 
are improved, though stil] poor in 
localities. In southern Texag the 
crop is in good condition, and an 
improvefent in localities is re- 
ported. Boll weevils are active 
over an increased area.’’

“In the first place, if this ordinance be- 
comes effective, it' practically kills the 
state fair to be held here-this fall, from 
a tinancial standpoint, and makes it a 
loss to its promoters, as the racing vrivi- 
leges have. been practically disposed ,of 
for about $12,000. It is true that every 
tair held-here for years has had to de- 
peng upon the receipts from hcrse 
facing’ for its financial success. Under 
the presént taw pools cannot be sold In 
Atlanta or at Piedmont park without 
permission of the mayor and general 
councll, and every attempt to evade the 
law has proven futile. Every place that 
‘has opened here for the purpose of seli- 
ing pools on races has been closed by 
the present law. What more do we need? 

Ordinance Too Sweeping. 

“This ordinance is entirely too wild and 
pweeping. To offer to bet, and that is a 
general expression whether a person 
means ‘to, bet or not, should not be class- 
ed a crime arf punlIshable by a $500 fine. 
To. mane, possibly,,an extreme illustra- 
tion, yet one that would come ‘under the 
provisions of this ordinance: Say, a gen- 
tieman anu lady should attend one of 
the races enumerated and either of them 
snould offer to wager an insignificant 
box of candy upon the result, the pro- 
vision ‘offer to bet’ has been violated 
anda the offender subject to a fine not 
exceeaing $500. 

“Another. provision is that.no  black- 
board sfiali be erected in any place 
whereon is placed the names of horses 
running in any race On any track; yet 
there are, possibly, more than a dozen 
piaces in the city where blackxbéards are 
piaced with the line-up and scores kept 
oi ali basepall games.

“If we are to take such precaution to 
prevent gambling among the .ittle 
gamblers of our clty—those that commit 
the umpardonable sin of betting a few 
cents or dollars on a horse race or bé.e- 
baji game—why should we not give a 
ifttie taw-making thought to the big 
gamblers in high Hfe—those who indulge 
in pucKetshop futures? This ,is a class cf 
gambling fhat is doing more to ruin oir 
peopie and pring women dhd children to 
want through the thievery of bank ard 
frust officiais than all the gambling 
houses . <> all kinds put together. Yet 
these giiued places of high finance, that 
are patronized even by church dignituries 
and the wealthy people of the country, 
are allowed to go on undisturbed. Is it 
any more or any worse gambling to bet 
$10 on a horse race than it is to go into 
one ot these bucket shops and bet $500 
that cotton will go up or down? I dare 
say that the entire cotton crop is gambled 
off eyery day in the year through ‘these 
gambling nells in futures, and yet not a 
balé or cottdén is delivered. The same may 
‘be saia of raflroad and other stocks. Beef, 
pork, corn, lard, wheat and the other 
necessaries of life are shini marks for 
this class of gamblers, Fictitious prices 
are created and thus the masses of 9ur 
people have to suffer, hie class ‘cf 
gambling has brought more men to bank- 
ruptcy ‘anda: pauperism, to prison and. sui- 
cide, and more women and children to 
want than ail other agencies of gamb.ing 
compined. Yet this class of high finan- 
ciers is looked upon as a high-grade of 
business men. They should be classed as 
gambiers and laws should be made and 
enforcea that would close up all such 
places. Any action your honorable body 
may see fit to take looking to that end 
will receive my hearty approval.
